The  number  of  births  (248)  has  decreased  by  14  from  1950  and 
the  deaths  have  increased  by  38,  chiefly  due  to  mortality  from 
cancer  and  diseases  of  the  heart  and  arteries  affecting  the  older 
age-groups.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA. 

The  removal  of  patients  from  the  district  to  the  Isolation  Hos- 
pitals of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  has  worked  satisfactorily 
during  the  year. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 
WATER  SUPPLIES 

4,109  houses  out  of  a total  of  4,917  are  supplied  with  piped 
water.  The  Coventry  Corporation  scheme,  using  the  River  Severn, 
will,  it  is  estimated,  furnish  a piped  supply  to  approximately  700 
houses,  the  remainder  to  be ' eventually  supplied  by  Council 
schemes. 

The  Ashton-under-Hill  undertaking  is  now  completed,  and  the 
houses  are  connected.  Ninety-eight  of  these  are  now  in  receipt  of 
a piped  supply. 

Results  of  monthly  samples — 87  taken  during  the  year — show 
that  the  piped  supply  is  uniformly  satisfactory. 

Twenty  Well  water  analyses  vary  considerably.  There  is  no 
plumbo-solvency  in  this  district.

HOUSING 

During  the  post-war  period  up  to  the  end  of  1951,  a total  of  410 
houses  have  been  erected  by  the  Council.  During  1951,  140  Council 
houses  were  completed  and  a further  56  houses  were  in  course  of 
construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  COMESTIBLES 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughter-house  in  the  area,  for  pigs  only. 
It  is  maintained  in  a satisfactory  state  and  is  regularly  inspected. 

The  amounts  of  food  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  use  and  con- 
demned will  be  found  in  the  attached  Sanitary  Report. 

There  are  29  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream,  all 
of  which  are  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition.  Thirty-three 
visits  were  paid  in  connection  with  supervision  of  Food  Storage 
Premises.
